BLUE BLOOD. 


How Aristocracy Wins in the English 
Struggle for Existence. 
From the British Quarterly Review. 

The qualification for admission into this t 
association is chiefly by consanguinity, and al- 
so, in a minor degree, by affinity with noble 
families, From these relationships follows a 
recognized social claim, more or less determin- 
ate, to priority of place and position in society. 
to favorable consideration, to deference, to 
honors and precedence of various kinds, to the 
entree to the most fashionable houses in Lon- 
don, and to a kind of fellowship which, as a 
rule, is accorded only to patricians. The ambi- 
tious plebeian can with difficulty struggle into 
the charmed circle. It is no exaggeration to 
say that those who are not born or married in- 
to the circle of privilege are weighted in the 
race of life. For them there is no handicap 
which will thoroughly neutralize the 
advantage of the blue blood. 
Public examinations have doubt- 
less come to the assistance of the multitude 
standing outside of the circle of privilege, and 
so far it is well. But examinations do not touch 
or regulate the subsequent fortunes of compet- 
itors, and privilege soon resumes its influence.

WHY HE FLED. 


Some Further Details Concerning the Dis- 
appearance of the Baltimore Diplomate, 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Bautimonre, Mp., September 17.—A sensation has 
been created here by the announcement that E. De 
Merolla, Vice-Consul of Italy and Turkey, and one 
of the most prominent features of this city, had dis- 
appeared, leaving his affairs in a very embarrassing 
condition. He left his boarding-house on the morn- 
ing of September 1, taking with him only a small 
hand satchel, and no trace of him has been discov: 
ered since, although detectives have been scouring 
the city for him. De Merolla is one of the 
best known gentlemen in this city, being a member 
of the Maryland Club, a prominent member of the 
Catholic Church, and president of the Italian Benev- 
olent Society. It was he who was so instrumental 
in breaking up the padrone business in Baltimore, 
for which he received the thanks of the community. 
The King of Italy, it will be remembered, only a short 
time ago decorated him for his material aid in im- 
proving the commerce between this and his native 
country. Among the prominent families, he was 
always a welcome guest, and in all the fashionable 
affairs of thecity he always took a most prominent 

art. He was the head of the lar wholesale 

ouse of M. De Merolla & Co., of No. 33 South Ga 
street. Hisdisappearance was kept a secret unt 
yesterday, when the facts leaked out. This was 
greatly intensified by the Sheriff's to-day taking out 
attachments against his effects for various debts, 
His friends claim that his absence is entirely due to 
his high sensitive nature, which makes him desirous 
of evading for a few days his __ creditors, 
whom an unfortunate pecuniary position makes it 
painful for him to meet. It is supposed that his en- 
tire liabilities will reach over $30,000, which he has 
not over $2,000 to meet. Strange rumorsof other 
causes leading to his disappéarance began to be 
heard to-day. His name is mixed up ina very em- 
barrassing way with several ladies, one of the num- 
ber being the step-daughter of the lady with whom 
he boarded, 

One of his personal friendsin conversation with 
your correspondent this evening made the remark 
that he was a “dashing man among the women,“ but 
hopes this will not be made public, as it would hurt 
him. The creditors of DeMerolla are most all un- 
able to bear tuch a disaster.

The Peddler’s Neighbor Clears up a Case of 
Mysterious Disappearance—A Melancholy

Victor Steinmann, a mysterious old lemon peddler, 
disappeared on last Sunday, and this morning his 
body was found swinging at the end of a rope in his 
narrow lodgings, at No, 614 South Second street.

DILATORY MARRIED COUPLES. 


Recorder Farrelly Prepares a List for the 
Grand Jury. 


Recorder Farrelly has prepared a report to sub- 
mit to the Grand Jury at the September term of 
the Criminal Court, containing a list of all marriage 
licenses issued by his office, from July 8. 1883, to the 
ist day of June, 1884, and which have not been 
duly returned by the parties officiating 
at the marriage, as the law requires. The list em- 
braces the names of 158 couples who have been 
married by judges. justices of the peace, ministers 
of the gospel and other persons duly authorized to 
solemnize marriage under the laws of the 
State, and who have failed to return 
the licenses within the ninety days 2 by 
law. All ministers, justices and others who are 
found guilty of this neglect are liable to be fined in a 
sum not exceeding $500, Recorder Farreliy has 
made several reports prior to this one, 
the Grand Jury generally had 
hands full of other matters and been unable to give 
the matter its proper attention. An effort will be 
made this time, however, to urge some action to be 
taken on the reports, as the number of those who 
have grown careless in the matter is on the increase 
and the strong arm of the law is needed to enforce 
this most useful and necessary provision of the 
statutes.

Bill, the Whittler, and His Big Dis- 
play.

A Man Who Expects to Carve Out His Fort- 
une Witha Big Jack-Knife—Some Curi- 
ous Specimens of the Work—Bill and His 
History. 


From the old church at Kirkwood, for several 
weeks past, a mysterious light has illuminated the 
dusty windows at night, and struggled through the 
gloom, intensified by the thick growth of trees which 
embower the aged house of prayer. Those who have 
dared the weird aspect of the surroundings have 
found sufficient to cause a surprise, for during 


many days just gone Bill, the whittler, has occu- 

the place where once the worthy parson stood, 
and where once the anthems of praise arose, noth- 
ing has been heard but the klick of Bill's knife, or 
the melodious accents of his studious whistle. A 
Post-Dispatca reporter found Bill hard at work get- 
ting the results of his manipulation of a jack-knife 
in proper shape for the exhibition which he an- 
nounced for this week.

and the English language as he holds down a box in 
the store. After the first 
moments of meeting are over, Bill 
has a way of let the fact steal upon one's ear 
that his real name is William Lohe, spelling out the 
surname with a de: of satisfaction only sur- 
passed when he supplements his etymological effort 
with an immense quid of tobacco. Ashe walks 
around explaining the points of his work, it is hard 
to believe that the uncouth individual in an old yel- 
low flannel shirt, is the author of the various pieces 
of ingenious workmanship, and the inco rulty be- 
tween the mind and matter is made more bewilder- 
ing, when Bil! pulls out an old three-bladed knife 
with a horn handie, whose blades have been worn 
down to half their original size, and says with ad- 
miration: That there's the thing wot done it.” 

“How long have you been whittling?” 

“Only off and on since 1869, although I am close 
on to 40. When I was a boy I used to whittle some, 
but I never knew what I could do untiiI went to 
Texas. Down there, when I was broke, I would 
whittle out something that would interest em 
around the town in the shape of the school house or 
some other public building, and then Id raffle it off. 
I came out behind so often that I kind of got dis- 
heartened and laid it allto one side, till one day I 
— into a traveling show where they had a big 
cathedral a showin’ it. I went up to the man and 
said, says I: Say, how long did it take you to make 
that ere thing?’ Blamed if he didn't say it took him 
Idon’t know how many years. So I concluded 
-if I had time that I could cut something, too. I got 
hold of a wood cut picture of the Texas State Capi- 
tol and in a few months had it all finished. That 
was my first real big piece of work and I used the 
same old knife I’ve got yet. I showed the wooden 
capitol around through the State and then some fel- 
low swindled me out of it and has got it yet. My 
mind's been runnin’ on the idea that I could get up 

SOMETHING ON A LARGER SCALE 
than anything so far produced in that line, and 
when last October I saw a wood cut of the big New 
York, West Shore and Buffalo Depot I decided to 
cut a copy of it in connection with a huge ark 
and e Strasburg Cathedral. I have 
been working on it nearly every 
day since last October, and some days put in fifteeu 
ours.” 

The depot when finished will contain over 100,000 
separate pieces, and will be a perfect representa- 
tion of the building as shown in the picture. One of 
Bills’ specialties is that he cannot work without 
anything from the thing itself, and seems unable 
to reproduce it until he sees a picture of it. No mat- 
ter how poor the picture may Bill seems to draw 
an inspiration from it at once. The entire length of 
the depot and grounds is something over twenty 
feet. the center of the area, the station proper 
will be raised to a height of five miniature stories, 
the rows of windows belng represented by 
little arches of carved cigar-box wood.

A streain 
of sand passes over a wheel and falling into a chute 
is carried up — by acute little elevator, whose 
cups are made of thimbles. All the parts of the 
engine and large engine house are of 
wood and fashioned by Bill's hand, with the 
—— exception of the heavy wheel of the engine, 
which must necessarily be of fron. At proper p 
along the track are bridges over which

In the ark will be forty-two moving fi and the 
ship will be moved back and forth as though tossing 
upon the sea. The cathedral wiil not be erected for 
exhibition until Bill leaves the pent-up Utica that 
now contracts his powers and goes where he can get 
a building large enough. 

In the construction of the depot, cathedral and ark 
1.100 feet of pine lumber were used, which was first 
sawed out and planed till it was ready for the finish- 
ing work of the jack-knife. Besides this large quan- 
tity ot wood, Bill claims to have put into the 
structures over 5,000 cigar boxes and ordinary 
shoe boxes. When asked why he had such a lean- 
ing to cigar boxes, he said: People don’t seem to 
understand about this cigar box business at all. 
They think I use em because they are cheap and I 
can get m easy. but it isn’t so. There is no such w 
in thé world as well seasoned as the stuff in the little 
boxes, and I need to have it mighty well seasoned, 
too, as I don't ask any odds of any scroll sawyer. 
Why, look hére, no scroli saw can turn out such fine 
curves as these. You could easily tellif I used a 
scroll saw, because the the points or ends of a curve 
are always ieft blunt by a saw. while I always leave 
em drawn down thin and fine. You bet.“ said 
Bill as he patted his old pocket companion lovingly, 
“I don’t ask any odds of any man on top of the 
earth when it comes to cuttin’ things out of wood.” 

„How did you become so expert?” 

Well. it was something of a happrentance after 
all. I did not think I could ever learn much about 
it until I chanced to discover that it isn't so much 
in handling the knife as it is in finding how the 
grain runs and followin’ it. A knot doesn't bother 
me at all, and when I get through with it it is just as 
smooth as any other kind ot wood. That's the 
beauty of working with a jack knife. Allthe work 
it does is left smooth, but after using a scroll saw 
the edges have to be sandpapered and the rough- 
ness worn off.
